ON TIE TICKET 


Denver, July It.—By the nomina- 


tion of John Worth TXern of Indiana 
for vice president on the ticket on 
•which William Jennings Bryan was 
made the presidential nominee during 
the early hours of the morning, the 
Democratic national convention com- 
pleted its session late Friday after- 
noon. 


The nomination of Mr. Kern was 


made 
by acclamation, 
amid 
the 


resounding cheers of tne delegates 
and spectators. No ballot was neces- 
sary, as the tide of sentiment had set 
irresistibly toward the Indiana candi- 
date, state after state registering 
their delegations in his favor and al/ 
the other candidates withdrawing be- 
fore the universal demand for nomi- 
nation. 


The convention, after adjourning at 


daylight with the nomination of Mr. 
Bryan, resumed its session at 1 p. m. 
•with a powerful undercurrent already 
In motion toward the nomination of 
Kern for second place. Ou the call of 
states Indiana presented the name of 
Kern; Colorado, through Former Gov- 
ernor Thomas, placed in nomination 
Charles A. Towne of Xew York; Con- 
necticut presented Archibald McNeil, 
and 
Georgia, 
Clark 
Howell. 
The 


names of Judge George Giay of Dela- 
ware and John Mitchell *f Illinois 
•were not presented, owing to the pos- 
itive requests of these gentlemen not 
to have their names go before the con- 
vention. For a time it looked as 
though a ballot would be required, but 
the steady line of states which joined 
In seconding Kern's nomination made 
it apparent that the chances for all 
other candidates had been 
extin- 


guished. Mr. Towne in ^person was 
the first candidate to recognize the 
decisive-nature of the Kern move-

ICE TUFT 


Cincinnati. O.. July 11. —The pro- 


gram for the we!come.£hat the Queen- 
City will extend to Judge William H. 
Taft July 2S, when lie is notified of 
his nomination to the prc-sidency, has 
been completed and indo'-peri by Mr. 
Taft. This is the report of the special 
committee which journeyed to Hot 
Springs to confer with Mr. Ta'i rela- 
tive to the details of the celebration. 


It will be a ircmorable day in Cin- 


ci;ma!i. At 7 o'clock in the morning 
there will be a sr.'ute of 20 guns or 
more from the hilltops. At 8 o'clock 
bands stationed in the parks, square? 
and at prominent corners wi 1 begin 
<o discourjc music and keep it up al' 
day. 


At 10 o'clock a flag will be present- 


ed by the city of Cincinnati to Charles 
P. Taft, brother of the nominee, to be 
unfurled over the Taft residence on 
Pike street, when the nor.Jinee is in 
Cincinnati, This presentation will be 
made at the Taft residence, the lawn 
of which, exclusive of walks 
and 


driveway, will be covered with an im- 
mense platform. This will be marked 
by a ceremony of invocation, singing, 
a speech of presentation and a speech 
of acceptance. 


At 11 o'clock the >sotification com- 


initt^c will be escorted to the Taft 
residence, and on the temporary plat- 
form Judge Taft will hear the formal 
word that he is the Republican par- 
ty's choice for president. There will 
be but two speeches, that of Senator 
Warner 
of Missouri notifying Mr. 


Taft and that of acceptance by the 
nominee. 


At 11:30 a. m. marching clubs will 


pass in review, and then a public re- 
ception will be held. This will be fol- 
lowed by a luncheon to the notifica- 
tion committee, given by Charles P. 
Taft. After luncheon the visiting com- 
mittee will be taken in automobiles 
over 
the city and suburbs. 
At 5 


o'clock several thousand balloons will 
be sent up and at S o'clock there will 
be an immense display of fireworks 
from the river bridges and craft in 
the harbor. 


The public landing will be rop«rl off 


for the populace, while Judge 
Taft, 


Mrs. Taft, his personal party and the 
notification committee win view the 
fireworks from 
the 
Island Queen,' 


which, after the pyrotechnics, will 
take its distinguisned guests np and 
down the river.

9.512 saloons, and this year the total 
applications number but 9.050. Ohio 
now has six prohibition counties, as 
against three last year, and still there 
have been no county local option elec- 
tions under the new Rose law. which 
does not go into effect until Septem- 
ber. These saloonless counties

Morgan. Clinton, Fayettc, Highland. 
Geauga and Harrison. Hamilton coun- 
ty lost 2. Cuyahoga 12, Franklin 29 
and Lucas 24 during the year. Tho
